We publish this week a letter from Mr. W, 

C, Van Horne, general-manager of the C. P. 
R. in answer to the letter sent by the farmers 
of the Edmonton district, re the obtaining of 
better freight rates to Calgary and British 
Jolumbia points. Mr. Van Horne states that 
the difference in haul as between Regina and 
Edmonton is really in favor of Regina as the 
empty cars would have to be hauled a great- 
er distance in going to Edmonton and that 
consequently Regina is entitled to a better 
rate than Edmonton, We would draw Mr. 
Van Hornes attention to the fact that the 
cars which come into Edmonton loaded on 
every train return empty and have done so 
since the road started and if the freight 
rates remain as at present are likely to con- 
tinue todo so, Mr, Van Horne disputes the 
fact that we have a market for our produce 
in British Columbia, but expressed himself 
as being willing to do what he can to lower 
the rate if it can be shown that such market 
exists. Any of our merchants can prove 
that this market isjnot an imaginary oue as 
every mail brings in offers for our produce 
which under existing circumstances have to 
be refused: 


ON Link, 25th November, 1891. 
DAR Sir, 


I have your letter of the 19th in 
regard to rates on produce to British Colum- 
bia points. T have asked our general tratlic 
inanager to look into these rates and to see 
to what extent they can be reduced without 
direct loss to the company ; but in this con. 
nection | would draw your attention to the 
fact that cars are frequently moved westward 
to the Pacific coast and that it isenormously 
to the advantage of the company to load on 
their vay any of these for British Columbia 
points. Youcan readily see what a great 
difference there must be between loading a 
car that must otherwise go West empty, at 
Rewine, for instanee, to Vancouver, as com- 
pared with taking that same car on empty to 
Calgary, sending it north to Edmonton and 
then taking it loaded from Edmonton to Van- 
eouver. ‘The distaneo fron. Regina to Van 
couver would be 298 miles greater than from 
Edmonton to Vancouver, but the car would 
have to be hauled 382 miles less than in the 
case of Edmonton, and therefore we could 
afford to mmake a lower rate from Regina than 
from Edmonton. Ido not think, however, 
that any rate within reason would enable 
either Regina or Edmonton to ship any con- 
siderable amourt*of produce to British Co 
lumbia, which province is already producing 
practically all it requires, and with the excep. 
tion of a very little flour and an occasional 
shipment of cattle, hardly any produce is 
likely to go into British Columbia from the 
eastern provinces. I need hardly remind 
you that but for the Canadian Pacific compa- 
ny undertaking to work the Calgary & ld- 
monton railway for six years, that railway 
would not bayve been built. and im under 
taking to do this the Canadian Vacifie com 

many had to face the certainty of a heavy 
oo and it can hardly be expeeted to do any- 
thing that will materially increase this loss. 
ILowever, if anybody at Edionton has any 
wheat or other produce to snip to British 
Columbia points, and can show that he can 
tiud a market for it there ata price that will 
afford us anything bke a reasonable rate, we 
will do the best we can to help him fo take 
advantage of it, but [feel sure that your 
market for wheat wust be eastward, and we 
aye already made @ rate on that within two 
cents a bushel of the rate from Calgary, a 
diffcvrence which does not begin to pay the 
extra cost; and this rate is no higher than 
wus paid by the formers of western Manitoba 
but afew years ago. This rate is less than 
20 cents a bushel for a distance of 1,460 miles 
over a line where the expense for wages, fuel 
and nearly everything else is much greater 
than in eastern Canade and most of the Unit- 
ed States. With wheat at 8S cents at Fort 
William, and allowing the local buyer at kd
